S icred history says that Christ was 


criKiticd during Pilate's reign. Josc- 
plm-. gives ten years as the length of Pi- 
lates rule, and tells us that Pilate was de- 


]K>S' J before Tiberius' death, and ordered 
to Home, but before his arrival Tiberius 
dieii. 
So it is certain that Pilate ended 


his rule before the Passover of A. D. 
37, thus proving that the last Passover 
under bis administration was A. D. 3G, 
and that his rule began about A. D. 27. 
Agiin, it is certain that Christ was not 
crucified for over a year after his bap- 
tism, which occurred in the 15th year of 
Tiberius' full roign, A. D. 2C, hence the 
fact is apparent to all that the cruci- 
fixii,n could not have preceded A. D. 29, 
mid he could not have been crucified in 
that year, as its Passover day fell on 
Sunday, and would have left seven days 
between his death and resurrection. 


\\ e will now examine the Passovers 


that were kept during the administration 
of I'ilate; remembering that Christ died 
at some paschal full moon during his 
rei;.'ii, and remained dead but three days, 
rising on Sunday morning. 
An astro- 


nomical table shows us that the paschal 
full moon (as we before stated) in A. D. 
•J9 fell on Sunday, which would leave 
Oh' 1st in thc embrace of death seven 
da>s, if crucified then. In A. D. 80, it 
fell on Thursday, 
which would leave 


Chi ist in death three days, the required 
time. In A. D. 31, it fell on Tuesday, 
which would leave Christ in the sepulchra 
five days. In A. D. 32, it fell on Mon- 
day, which would leave Christ in the tomb 
six days. In A. D. 33, it ."el! on Friday, 
which would leave Christ i.i the arms of 
death only about 38 hours, much less than 
the required time. In A. D. 34, it fell 
on Tuesday ; in A. D. 35, on Monday; 
in V. D. Co, on Saturday, and before 
next Passover Pilate's 
administration 


ended. It is, therefore, certain that if 
Chi ist was crucified under Pilate, and re- 
mained dead three days, which is the 
prophetic period, he was crucified A. D. 
30. 


We fail to see the propriety of twist- 


ing and perverting the Scriptures in or- 
der to made them harmonize with the 
dogmas which originated in the Roman 
church. The fact is clearly stated that 
Christ would be in hades, or the grave, 
the same length of time which Jonah was 
in the whale, Matt. 12:40: "For as Jonah 
was three days and three nights in the 
wh ue's belly, so shall the Son of Man be 
tltTt •• days attd three nights in the heart of 
thc earth." Other positive testimony is 
given by the Saviour in John 2:19 : "De- 
stroy this temple, (body) and in three 
da;, s I will build it up." Again, Jesus 
says in Mark 8:31, that he should "be 
killed, and after three days rise again ;" 
and also the language of his disciples in 
Luke 24:21. 


The Jewish months began with the

It has been proven by direct compari- 


son that objects which are white by sun- 
light appear yellowish under the electric 
light, and red when seen by gaslight. 
"The illusion," says Dr. Werner Siemens, 
"arises from our being accustomed to see 
the earth illuminated after sunset, and on 
this basis forming a different scale of 
colors for ourselves. 
Daylight would ac- 


cordingly by night appear still bluer than 
the electric light. This false idea would 
disappear if electric illumination became 
general." 


It has been affirmed that it is possible 


to transmit electric energy for working 
motors to a short distance only. M. De- 
prez now shows, however, that a consid- 
erable percentage of the original power 
may bi: made available at a distance as 
great as fifty miles.

How many times, for instance, have we 
not heard people speak with all the au- 
thority of convict ion about the 'canine 
tooth' and 'simple stomach ' of man as 
certain evidence) of his natural adapta- 
tion for a flesh diet '

the palmy days of <lreece and Home, be- 
fore intemperance and licentious living 
bad robbed those kingdoms of their glory 
and greatness, their sons, who were not 
only soldiers but heroes, subsisted on 
simple vegetable food, rye meal, fruits, 
and milk. 
The daily rations of the Ro- 


man soldier were one pound of barley, 
three ounces of oil, and a pint of thin 
wine. It was no regimen of flesh that in- 
spired the magnificent 
courage of the 


Spartan patriots who defended the de- 
files of Thermopylae, or that filled with 
indomitable valor and enthusiasm 
the 


conquerors of Salamis and Marathon." 
Among the nations of to-day, also, we 
find the fruit eaters and herb caters as 
enduring, to say the least, as the flesh 
caters -and healthier. 


Are wo then to infer with our author 


that a diet of fruit and seeds, preferably 
uncooked, is the best for the human race ? 
Or, if we infer this, may we conclude 
that all would do well to adopt such a 
diet/ 
It might be unsafe to accept the 


latter inference, for habit and custom 
count for something in such matters, 
lint \vo may very safely adopt the opin- 
ion, now generally prevalent among ex- 
perienced physicians, that fruit and seed, 
herbs and vegetables should form a larger 
proportion of our food than they do. Pre- 
cisely as many who not accept, in its en- 
tirety, the views of Dr. Kichardson about 
alcoholic stimulants, yet hold that these 
stimulants, if taken at all, should be taken 
in much smaller quantity than is cusvo- 
many, so, many who would not agree with 
Miss Kingsford, that animal food should 
be entirely displaced (wliich is Dr. JUch- I 
arclson's opinion also), yet see that it i 
would be well if flesh meat were taken in ' 
much less quantity than at present.

How much custom lias to do with the ! 


use and effects of flesh meat is shown by ] 
cases such as Miss Kingsford mentions, 
in which persons unaccustomed to flesh 
meat have been actually intoxicated by 
its use. 
Dr. Dundas Thompson tells us 


of some Indians accustomed to vegetable 
food, who, dining luxuriously on meat, 
showed an hour or two later, by their 
jabbering and gesticulations, that the 
same effect had been produced upon them 
as if they had taken some intoxicating 
spirit or drug.

Jesse James. A look at the body, while 
t was being photographed at tho under- 
taker's, showed that he was a fine looking 
man, apparently forty years old, with 
broad forehead, and his physiognomy was 
that of an intelligent as well as a resolute 
and daring man. The house where James 
lived, and in which he was killed, has the 
appearance of an armory.

Tuitxir SEED.—Mr. Alfred M. Par- 


sons, of Falls township, is about planting 
?orty acres of his farm with turnips, to 
raise ths seed for the market. 
The 


;urnips were grown last season, and in 
;he fall gathered and buried in vast beds. 
Vow the ground is baing plowed, har- 
rowed, and furrowed out, and the uprooted 
turnips are taken out of their beds and 
ilanted in the furrows some three or four 
nches apart in the row, and the rows 
about three feet apart. 
Much depends 


upon the season. 
The past winter and 


iarly spring have been warm, which in- 
duced early sprouting, and it is very im- 
>ortant to hive the turnips planted out 
>efore these sprouts are to large. On the 
itality of the sprout when planted out 


depends the yield of seed. The turnips 
raised last year were very small, but this 
does not detract from their value in pro- 
ducing seed. The planting out mutt be 
accomplished in a short time, and a large 
number of men are temporarily employed 
or that purpose. 
Mr. P. has heretofore 


raised quite a large amount of cabbage, 
consequently none to plant out this 
spring. Fortunately, old cabbage seed is 
as good as new, and there is a large stock 
of old seed in the market. Mr. P. is also 
largely engaged in the raising of tobacco, 
and his mode of farming is quite different 
rom that pursued in the neighborhood of 
^ewtown. He has but few fences, and 
teeps but one cow.—Enterprise. 


—It is announced that the present 


college year of Swarthmore College will 
close on the last day of May. The mem- 
bers of the Senior Class will remain until 
the usual time of commencement, which 
will be held in the restored college build- 
ings on the 20th of June. The closing 
of the school at the time mentioned is 
owing to the expiration of the lease of the 
buildings in Media which are at present 
occupied. The loss in time has been made 
up to a great extent by the omission of 
the spring holidays, and by cutting out a 
number of the usual half holidays.

—Governor Hamilton of Maryland,

—The Rev. Dr. Scarrett of St. Louis

The 'planked shad' loves the society of 
green peas, asparagus, hot rolls, and 
champagne. We think that the Fish 
Commissioners of New Jersey and Penn- 
sylvania should pay more attention to 
this species.

This is re- 
sented by the simou-pure '-planked sltad," 
who }\n\ e. cautioned their customers to 
suspect all not brought to the table on 
the plank. All planked shad hold a plat- 
ter in abhorrence, and would not allow 
themselves to be served at a hotel where 
the landlord took a shad to them in this 
manner. None genuine unless served on 
the plank, is their motto."

Quoit DEALERS.—As to the political 
phase of the [temperance] question, the 
liquor dealers should remember that when 
they succeed in driving into one party all 
who would regulate and restrain their 
traffic, they will be left in a hopeless mi- 
nority. To "call upon all voters" to "em- 
phatically disapprove at the polls the ac- 
tion of the Republican party" in passing 
the Pond bill is not only an act of folly, 
but of injustice as well. No more absurd 
and demagogic appeal has beeu put forth 
aaywhere than that embodied in one of 
the resolutions passed by the liquor deal- 
ers in Cleveland, in which the Republican 
party is not only charged with a usurpa- 
tion of power, but with an attempt "to 
violate our [their] dearest and most sa- 
cred principles of personal freedom and 
property rights." Just how the "per- 
sonal freedom" of the saloou keeper is 
"violated" by the Pond bill would be 
difficult to define, unless he has personal 
rights not guaranteed to other citizens, 
such as the right to carry on a traffic 
which entails more misery, pauperism 
and crime upon society than all other 
traffics combined.

to "property 


rights" the clause of the act which vio- 
lates these has yet to be pointed out.—
